ARIZONA GIRL RIDES 


TWICE A WEEK WITH MAIL 


THROUGH 


_-o- 


LONELY DESERT 


She Covers Fifty-two Miles With Her Little Pony, and She Has 
Met With Many Startling Adventures, 





SHE 1S AN EXPERT RIFLE SHOT AND ISN'T AT ALL AFRAID 





Once She Came Across a Dying Man and She Ministered to Him Until the End. 
Bandits and Bears Have No Terrors for Her. 





From St. Jobrvs to Jimtown, Ariz., it 1s fifty-two 
miles, and the people who travel the road call it the 
‘star route,” because it is the worst road in the coun- 
try. It leads througha wild, desolate region full of 
Indians, who are willing to take a chance, and poisoned 
with alkali. Nothing in the way of vegetation can 
grow there. Along this lone- 
sume trail a woman travels 
twice a week, and it is @ rare 
thing for her to have company. 
She is hardly a woman, either, 
for she has just passed out of 
her girlhood, but she has a 
woman’s figure and a man’s 
heart. She carries the mail be- 
tween the two towns, and the 
United States Government 
pays her for it. 


Notwithstanding her = un- 
common occupation and the 
depressing loneliness of the 
long ride, she is always light- 
hearted, and although she 
realizes that constant watcli- 
fulness and coolness § are 
requisite -in the performance 
ot her duties, she is seldom 
nervous. She is simply a 
resolute girl, who knows that 
she has a duty to perform, 
however hazardous it muy be, 
for the benefit of her invalid 
father aud her little brothers 
und sisters, She is ulways 
armed with shooting irous, and 
when a child she was the crack 
shot of the mining camp at 
Harqua Hala. 


She wears garments adapted 
to her work. Her hat is a wide 
Straw. She wears short skirts 
of blue serge, a corduroy or 
canvas jacket, leathern leggins 
and heavy shoes. A belt and 
holster, in which a fine pistol 
rests, is alwaysabout her waist 
when sue is on her horse, 
Then she has another revolver and a lot of cartridges in 
her saddlebags. The mail pouch, asmall one, is fas- 
tened on the rear ofthe saddle. When chaffed by a 
visitor about the probable uselessness of their martial 
display, she drew « gun asquickly and as deftly as a 
professional shooting man could do it, held it out with 
a firm hand and a steady arm, and put all six bullets 
into a playing card posted 30 paces away. 

“I’ve never had any occasion touse it in earnest,’ 
she said the other day, “but I always teel safer with it. 
I’d us soon think of starting out without my mail bags 
as without my revolver. My father taught me to use 
it, and I practice with it constantly. Would I use it if 
Ihadto? Well, would I! I should say so, Jn the first 
place I’ve got to protect the property that is in my 
charge, and [’d do it with my last breath and my last 
cartridge. And, besides, I might have to protect my- 
self some time, although I never feel any anxiety about 
that.” 

“Have you ever been frightened by anything on one 
of these trips ?”’ 

“N—no, not really frightened, although I’ve been 
rather anxious sometimes. And once I would have 
been very much frightened if I hadu’t had a compan- 
jon, and ifit hadu’t been a Mormon, I see you don't 
understand,” she went on, Smiling at the look of sur- 
prise on her questioner’s fuce; ‘‘but one Mormon is as 
much protectiomagainst a band of Navajo Indians as 
any army regiment would be. You see, there are lots 
and lots of Mormon ranches and settlements all 
through this part of Arizona, and the Mormons have 
always been on good terms with the Indians. Most o! 
the men speak the Navajo language and are so friendly 
with them that the Indians will not do anythinga 
Mormon telis them not to do. 

‘Well, once last full this man, a Mormon, was riding 
on one of father’s horses with me. He was on his 
way toShowloww, and,we were about twenty miles south- 
west of St. Johu’s, when we saw a band of Indians. It 
is pot usual for the Navajos to come so far south, 
although they range Constantly over lava plains 
farther north, and kill people there every year. 

‘‘But this time a band of five of them rode down to 
the very road from behind some heaps of lava rocks 
before we knew they were there. They called to us 
and the Mormon answered them, and then they jab- 
bered together for a few minutes, after which the 
Indians rode off to the north again. As the Mormon 
was with me I knew there wasn’t a particle of danger, 
but if he hadn’t been there I would have been a badly 
scared girl, I tell you.

Scenes of Unspeakable Horror Follow 


the Calamity and Angry Citizens Shoot 


Down Ghouls Caught Robbing the Dead. 


Galveston, the Queen City of the South, the Seaport 
of ‘Texas, aud one of the most flourishing and import- 
ant cities in the Lone Star State, lays in ruins, wrecked 
by a tropical hurricane, which killed at least 56,000 
persons, destroyed public buildings and private resi- 
dences, and left a ruin where was once prosperity. ‘The 
loss in business and property will 
$30,000,000. 

To tell the awful story ii detall would tuke pages of 
the POLICE GAZKTTE, whiie to narrate the horrors 
would be to write on indefinitely. Alot the shipping

Armed men patrol the streets and every night, 
whites, who are found 


nesroes anid plundering the 


dead, are shot down. There his been a great deal of 
looting, and it is sald that over 5600 ghouls have been 
killed by the soldiers who have caught them «at their 
work, 

The storm broke on the afternoon of the Sth inst, 
and raged with great violence until the following 
morning. 

Almost immediately the streets were deserted, but 
when the more ligutly built houses began to sway 
laterand it became dangerous to stay within, some 
people came into the streets again. 

Men tied their wives and children to them with ropes 
and stood out in the open, dodging flying timbers and 
the ele:nients rather than chance being crushed to death 
Within doors. 

The streets rapidly became flooded, Shutters and 
doors were cut down in many justunces with axes and 
used as rafts. The medley of cries and shrieks of the 
wo.ven and children and even of stout hearted men 
was weird 

Men and women stood on rafis and prayed, Some 
were seen to succumb and fall lifeless into the Waters, 

The combers lasned up by the gale were fierce in 
their death dealing power, Hous: s bordering the occan 
nid bay front could be heard crashing to destruction, 
the eries of the dying mingling with the weird Bereech 
Almost throush « ghastly nicht this scene 
lived on, but at lista 


of the gale. 
hiatus ocecurred and parting 
clonds permitted a ray of mooulight to irradiate the 
tormented sea and seething Ishund, 

When daylight broke over the expanse of floating 
bodies, rubbish heaps and ruins, all that remulned of 
the prosperous city, few leading citizens assembled 
in several feet of water nt a street corner an!) culled a 
meeting at Tremont Hall, to which they a jJoutned, 

A Committee of Putiic Sifety of the fifteen leading 
citizens was formed, and Colonel J. H,. Hawley, one of 
the best known men in Texos, was made chairman, 
He, Mayor Walter CGC. Jones*sand Chiefof Police Kd- 
ward Ketchum formed « triumvirate with absolute 
power and dectared the city under martial law, 

They made Major L. RD. Fayling eclief off all the 
military forces, aud as soon as the huthority was re- 
ceived the major collected « handful ot half-naked, 
barefooted soldiers, clothed them, supplied them with 
food and put them under command of Captain E lward 
Rogers. Around this nucleus of a force he has built up 
to meet the necessities of the situation his present 
force of three full companies of volunteer soldiers and 
& troop of cavalry. 

A horde of negroes and whites—even white women-— 
were in the ruins of the city. They were robbing the 
dead and dying, killing those who resisted, cutting off 
fingers to obtain rings and eurs to obtain earrings 
Drunken men reeled about the streets intimidating 
citizens. 

Chiefot Police Ketchum ordered the sale of liquor 
stopped, and began to swear in hundreds of special 
policemen to rescue the wounded, feed the living and 
convey the dead to «a hundred different morgues. He 
worked for thirty- ix hours without going home to in- 
quire about his family’s fate, which was in doubt. 

When told he should do so, he replied characteristi- 
cally, “God will be good to me and mine, for 1 am going 
to be good to others.”’ 

The dead, mangled and crushed beyond recognition, 
were dragged from the river by the rescuers, all citi- 
zens joining in the grewsome work. 

The stench from the dead by Monday morning was 
unbearable. Estimates by citizens of Galveston next 
morning plice the number of dead at from 2,000 to 
3.000. Four hundred were found floating to Virginia 
Point, across the bay, Mondsy. The streets contained 
a thousand in sight. 

The three men ruling the city pressed citizens into 
service to take the dead out in barges and bury them 
in the Gulf. 
the pomt of the bayonet, every wagon that came 


The soldiers impressed into service, at 


along and every able-bodied negro to assist in throwing 


the dead into the sea. It was inipossible to give other

Major Fayling marched his troops through the 


town and forced every man he met at the point of the 


bayonet to goto the wharves to load bodies on barges

to the water front, surrounded by a cordon of bayonets 
and loaded rifles and compelled to assist in the hand- 
ling of the dead. 

The regular soldiers, who had been working for two 
days with bloody feet, were utterly exhausted by Mon- 
day evening, aud were assembled by Col. Raflerty and 
putin a hastily extemporized hospital, which was for- 
merly a church, Their places were filled by Major 
Fayling with new recruits, whom he drafted on the 


the local armory. 

Every part of the city was patrolled by six o’clock in 
theevening. Among many other incidents wus the 
besieging of the squad guarding St. Mary’s Hospital. 
They were surrounded by a horde of armed negro 
thieves. Several shots were exchanged. Sergeant 
Camp killed four negroes with his rifle, and about ten 
or twelve were killed by the squad. 

The soldiers have since been picketing the city, do- 
ing fourteen hours’ duty without rest. Every hour 
during the night a fresh negro shooting was reported at 
headquarters. 

The Hotel Tremont was fixed up a bit the second day 
after the flood, and the first breakfast wusserved. It 
consisted of a small piece of bacon and acup of coffee. 
The city water supply was ruined and it became nec- 
essary to bring the water from Houston by tug boat. 

Captain Rafferty, commanding the post, escaped with 
his wife and children by creeping from under huge tim- 
bers and rubbish The captain, with his wife, swam 
A pri- 
vate saved Captain Rafferty’s two intant children by 
swimming through the drifting wreck of the captain’s 
home to higher ground. 


through torrents of water to a place of safety. 


The entire country, as soon as the magnitude of the 
disaster became known, at once began to contribute to 
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without clothing, food or any of the actual necessities 
of life, and every railroad running South carried its 
load of coutri buted freight to Galveston. 

Itis estimated that 10,000 persons are homeless 
aud destitute. A great many were sheltered in box 
cars, while hotels, school houses and churches are oc- 
cupied with them. 

The latest appeal sent out for help is as follows: 

“Five thousand families are shelteriess and wholly 
destitute. The entire remainder of the population is 
suffering in greater or less degree. Not a single 
church, school or charitable institution, of which Gal- 
veston had so many, is leftinutact. Not a building es- 
caped damuge, and half the whole number were en- 
tirely obliterated. ‘There is immediate need for food, 
clothing and household goods of all kinds. If nearby 
cities will open asylums for women and children, the 
situation will be greatly relieved. Coast cities should 
send us water as well «8s provisions, including kerosene 
oil, gasolene and candles,”’

FIGHT A PREARRANGED FAKE ? 


Mrs. Corbett, Angered by Her “Husband’s Desertion, Tells an 
Alleged Inside Story of the Affair, 





KID M’COY’S WIFE MAKES AN AFFIDAVIT

Legal Proceedings Which Led to an Interesting Climax---Women Meet and 
Agree to Wage Battle Against Their Erring Husbands.

Ii the foremost pizilists in the world continue to pro- 
vide such surprises us those which were incidental to 
the first week of the non-existence of a Horton boxing 
law, sport-loving people need have no fears of suffering 
from innocuous desuetude or languishing in ennui 
pending the repeal of the law now responsible for the 
closing of the big boxing clubs of the metropolis. Jim 
Corbett sturted the ball rolling on September 8, when 
he sailed for England in company with George Consi- 
dine, his manager, on the Cunard line steamship Cam- 
pania, The uwrrangements for Corbett’s departure were 
secretly conducied, and only four of his most trusted 
friends, including the sporting editor of the PoLice 
GAZETTE, were on the dock when the steamship cast 
off her moorings and sped away. 

If Corbett’s departure was secretly eflected, the after- 
math was sufficiently warm and enlivening to atone for 
any indiscreetness on his part in not letting his admir- 
ers know of his intentions. Mrs. Vera Corbett, the 
pugtilist’s wife, was one of those who were not apprised 
of his intentions, and hera:ger when she learned of 
his departure may be better imagined than described, 
Iu several interviews held with her she denounced her 
rec.lcitrant husband for deserting her, and character- 
iz «1 his recent fight with McCoy asa fake. There was 
au rumor current that another passenger on the Cam- 
paula was a music hall sluger who had frequentiy been 
seen in Corbett’s company, but this phas: of the 
situation did not materially affect Mrs. Corbett's com- 
posure, for in the interview referred to she sald: 

“T know absolutely nothing about this actr.ss or 
any other woman in connection with his leaving the 
country, Infaet I donot believe that he went with 
any other woman or on account ofany woman. I do 
believe, however, that he left to escape the disgrace 
whieh will be heaped upon him when it becomes known 
to the general public that his fight with McCoy was a 
pure fake, out of which Corbett made a large amonnut 
of money.” 

Despite what Mrs. Corbett says the pugilist himself is 
responsible for (he Statement that the reason he went 
away Was tonvon the constantly increasing unpleus- 
antness Which characterized his domestic affairs, The 
climax appears to have been reached on the night that 
Corbett met MeCoy in the ring, when he 89 completely 
smothered the “Kid.” 

Corbett on that night was leaving his home on Thir- 
ty-tourth sir et in a carriage with his manager and 
sv -ral friends to drive to Ma lison Square Garden. His 
wie followed him to the carriage, it is suid, and ex- 
Cc uimed: “LT hope MeCoy will knock ) our head off.” It 
is Claimed that there was no reason for t! is di<play of 
ten rupon Mrs. Corbett’s part, [tisals> known that 
he: exclhumation on that occasion had the effect of al- 
most unuianning Corbett. 
ji by those who were with him in the car- 
n his dressing room afterward to have taken 
the mattér very much to heart, and that he entered 
ry despondent. Since the fight matters ure 
ave grown worse, until Corbett decided to go 
uway. \Friends who thougnt they might be able to 
patch up the differences found themselves unable to do 
so, it issaid, and they agreed with Corbett that he per- 
haps had the right idea, and that a sea voyage might 
be a good thing for all concerned. 

It is with Mrs. Corbett’s statement that the Corbett 
and McCoy fight wus a fake that the readers of the 
POLICE GAZETTE are most Interested, and in connec- 
tion with that a detailed account of an interview with 
her which appeared inthe New York Herald points to 
the likelihood of a conspiracy. During the interview 
Mrs. Corbett told the following story of the so-called 
fight and the incidents leading up to it: 

* Jim Corbett firmly believed that he could defeat 
McCoy, but refused to figlit him because if he should he 
defeated he would lose his popularity. He did not con- 
sentto enter the ring until McCoy had agreed to 
‘throw’ the fight. The meeting in my husbands 
saloon, when it is said that a fight was narrowly 
averted, was prearranged for the purpose of impress- 
ing the public. Then Jim wentinto training, although 
there was no need of his doing an hour’s work except 
to make believe that the contest was to be honest. 

“Finally some of the men who raised tie first 
$100.000 to bet on the fight began to fear that Jim 
would ‘throw them down,’ and they demanded that he 
posta forfeit of $10,000 with a certain well known 
book maker to guarantee that he would make gqod his 
part of the bargain and not ‘lay down’ to McCoy, Jim 
came tome for the money and I wrote out a check, 
which hecashed. It was fer $10,000. 

“After the fight the money was returned to me, and 
{ was told that the combination had won large sums of 
money, bets having been made all over the country. 
Jim told me that a friend of his named Harris had 
charge of the betting in the West. My hushand bet 
several thousand dollargsin this cnty, and when 1 last 
saw him he said he bad made about $50,000 out of the 
fight. 

“IT objected when he told me of the scheme to rob the 
public in the fight with McCoy, but when he insisted 1 
let it go, thinking that it was not a matter for me to In- 
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terfere in. Now I wish I had made public what I knew 
befGre the flult.” 

Corbett’s wife claims to be able to furnish proof ab 
solute in support of the many stutements she has 
made, oneofwhich is the $10,000 check cancelled 
“Paid,” whieh she drew for her husband when, as she 
ulleges, he wanted that amount to be deposited as a 
forfeit to guarantee his part of the agreement with Mc- 
Coy. She says the $10,000 was returned to her after 
the figlit. 

John Considine, who is Corbett’s partner in the cafe 
at 1303 Broadway, is very indignant and much per- 
turbed over the turn affairs have taken, and suys there 
is not a scintilla of truth in any ot Mrs. Corbett’s utter- 
ances, and that the only real fact in connection with 
the whol affair is that Corbett has gone away. Consi- 
dine admits that Corbett left his wife hoping that she 
would ge: a divorce from him, but he stoutly asserts 
that the pugilist did not do so until Mrs. Corbett by her 
own actions had made it Impossible for her hustand to 
live with her, 

“Corbett,” said Considine, “had a conference with his 
wife Just before he started for Mulison Square Girden 
for his contest with McCoy. ‘The two quarreled, and 
the woman’s last words to her husband were, ‘Jim, I 
hope McCoy will knock your heal off to-night! Now, 
that remark shows conclusively that at that time Mrs, 
Corbett kui w of no deal for McCoy to lose, She thought 
that t e fight wasto be On its merits, and in heranger 
ut her husband she hoped he would be defeated, Ihave 
known Corb: tt and his Wife for many years aud I know 
he has been atall times intatuated with her. Tue onlz 
renson he went to Europe was that he thought it best 
they should separate, Mrs, Corbett had the proceeds 
from the sale of their home in Harlem, and afew days 
ago Jim presented her with $10,000 in cash.” 

Mrs, Corbett evidently intends to know just what re- 
lution she occupies to her husband, for the next ship 
which sailed for England carried her asa passenger, 
and it is her intention to force him to return with her 
or fuce whatever consequences she hasin view, Mrs. 
Corbett sailed on the St. Lous, of the American line, 
having previously drawn $5,000 from her account at 
the Bunk of New Amsterdam for current expenses, 

She sent hermaid away on a trivial errand. quickly 
made arrancements for storing the furniture inthe 
flat at No. 215 West Thirty-fourth street, called a cah 
and drove to Broadway to see D. J. ‘Tobey, an intimate 
friend of the Cortetts. She wanted Mrs. Tobey to ac- 
compa. y berabroad, bat Mr. Tobey objected. 

Mrs. Curvet.’s departure, I was told by a friend of 
Corbett's, was decided upon quicily. She engaged 
pussage and then hurriedly had her household effects 
placed 11a moving van, and carted to a storage ware- 
house, 

At tie house the man at the door said that Mrs, Cor- 
bett was not at home and would probably not be fora 
long time. 

He admitted that she had gone to Europe in search 
of her husband. Her maid, he said, did not accom- 
pany her. 

‘The news of Mrs. Corbett's departure caused some 
uneasiness an.ong the pugilist’s friends, and several 
cable messages were set to Queenstown to apprise him 
of the situation in time to enable him to prepare plans 
to thwart the intentions of his angry wife. Miss Jessie 
Taylor, her maiden name, is believed to be the name 
under which Mrs, Corbett sailed. 

When Mrs. Corbett emphatically stated that the 
fight with McCoy was a fake there was a general dis- 
position to attribute it to being enraged at her hus- 
band’s departure, and in her anger, willing to say or do 
anything which might show Corbett up in an unfavor- 
able way, but subsequent information which came to 
light through a disarranged condition of affairs in 
*“Kid’’ McCoy’s household seems to point to the likeli- 
hood of the story being true. 

Almost coincident with Corbett’s departure for Eng- 
land itbecame noised about that ‘Kid’? McCoy was 
having some serious domestic troubles which might 
culminate in legal proceedings. McCoy himself, in 
his case, took the initiatory step, and his brother 
Homer served papers upon the former’s wife in a 
legal action. 

Mrs. Selby (McCoy), with whom to think is to act, 
without any delay consulted Mr, Abe Hummel, of the 
celebrated legal firm of Howe and Hummel, the result 
being au order for arrest issued by Judge Sevtt. Me- 
Coy was one of the invited guests of Senator Timothy 
D. Sullivan’s ‘outing’? on that day, and plans were 
made to arrest him as he was leaving the boat upon its 
return to New York. When the crowd was leaving 
the boat McCoy was in company with a Boston geniie- 
man named Murphy, when the deputy sheriff ap- 
proached him. By a quick movement McCoy and 
Murphy changed hats. McCoy ran throug! the crowd 
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and reached «a saloon iu Grand street. He was winded 
after his long run. 

After resting he left the saloon and made his way to 
a Second avenue “L” station, where he boarded a 
train, He went uptown and disappeared. Detectives 
Were at the Grand Central Station looking for McCoy 
among the crowd that boarded Sullivan's special train 
tor Saratoga at midnight, but he could not be tound. 

Alter remaining in retiremeut for two days, McCoy 
emerged from his hiding place, and in company with 
two boudsmen and his counsel surrendered himself in 
the sheriff's offices and accepted arrest on the warrant 
sworn out by his wife. 

Bail in the sum of $5,000 was furnished by Moritz 
Brockman and A. D. Birton, 

McCoy, with his attorneys, prepared a statement in 
answer to the charges of his wite and Mrs, Corbett. 

Mrs, Selby asserts that McCoy has made $100,000 
in his recent fighis, including that with Corbett. She 
says that McCoy brought bac< $50,000 from the 
Transvaal, his battle with Peter Maher vetted him 
$20,000, the Sharkey fight $25.000 and the recent 
fiasco with Choyuski $10,000. Mrs, Selby tusists that 
her husband hus $100,000 invested in good securiti. s, 
McCoy is also charged by his wife with having taken 
her jewels, worth $5,000. 

Reterring to the charge that he purposely lost his 
fight with Corbett, McCoy said: 

“This story is made out of whole cloth by two hys- 
terical women, who have fancied grievances ngalust 
their husbands—Mrs. Corbett and my wife, Corbett 
surprised me and won on his merits, 

“Tadid not, and I had no representative to enter into 
nny negotiations with Corbettor any representative of 
his to have him lay down to me,as I would not take 
his or any other man’s word in any such agreement, I 
am unable to see where either of us could have gained 
any prestige or money by being defeated, 

“T fought « bad and wrong kind of « fight, by smoth- 
ering up and not being the aggressor, It was my in- 
tention to tire Corbett out, and when he waa in that 
condition to beat him. T was in good condition and un- 
hurt upto the time T received the hard punch in the 
stomach, a spot where it does not tike a very hard 
punch to incapacitate one from being able to fight for 
the few seconds, 

“T want tostate nov, asT did immediately after the 
contest, that I was defeated fairly and squarely, and 
have no one to blame but myself, but I still belleve that 
I can beat Corbett, and hops some time in the near 
future to have another chance to prove it. 

“T was in debt before I met Corbett, aml T hive now 
only my saloon in this city. I uave always dealt li wr- 
ally with my wile,and we have lived well up tomy 
income, besides which I have made several unfortu- 
nate investments, 

“IT wish Bhad the fortune that Mrs, Selby eredits me 
with. It she willshow where I have $100,000 T will 
giadly give her half of it. 

“TI got $7,000 out of my fight with Maher. There 
was only 816 000 in th: house, In my fight with 
Bharkey I got $5,000. ‘The Choynskli fight netted me 
only $2,600, 

“TI was broke when I commenced training tor Shar- 
key. I borrowed $1,000 to trainon. The same is 
true of my recent fight with Corbett, I had $1,000 
mivanced to me for usin training. ‘These statements 
can easily be verified. 

“Tostend of winning money In my bookmaking 
venture, as is popularly supposed, I lost, and lost 
heavily.” 

By a singular colnecidence the most important end 
of Mrs. Seiby’s answer to her husband's complaint re- 
fersto the alleged “feke’ fight which Mrs. Corbett 
alluded to in her statement to the reporters. In her 
offidavit Mrs. Selby, McCoy's wife, proceeds to charge 
her husbind with having sold ont his) friemls in his 
fight with Corbett, this portion of Ler story being as 
follows: 

“Recently my husband has become possessed of a 
large sum of money .umounting to $100,000 in cash, 
which he secured in the following manner: 

“Asn professional prize fighter, my husband, said 
Norman Seiby, otherwise known as ‘Kid MeCoy’ 
entered into a conspiracy. in which a contest was to 
take place between him and one James J, Corbett, it 
being prearranged that he was not to try to win said 
contest, buc to permit himself to be defeated; that the 
day set for the suid professional contest was Aug 30, 
1900. 

**Before the said date my hushand entered into an 
agreemeuut with two celebrated bookmakers whereby 
they were to procure all the money they could and 
throughout the United States, wherever it was possible 
to make bets and wagers to the effect that the said 
James J. Corbett would be the victor in said pretended 
contest, the suid Norman Selby, otherwise known as 
‘Kid McCoy,’ agreeing in the parlance of the prize 
riny, to ‘lay dow,’ or, in other wor.'s, to suffer deleat. 

“That, in order to secure themselves against the du- 
plicity of my husband, and as security that he would 
fuifill his part of the conspiracy, the said bookmakers 
insisted that my husband deposita certain amount of 
money with them, and said Norman Selby, otherwise 
known as ‘Kid’ McCoy, did thereupon tate from his 
vaultin the New Amsterdam Bank safety deposit 
vaults Canadian Pacific Railway securities to the 
amount of $10,000, which the said plaintiff then 
owned, and did deposit the same as per the ngreement. 

“An additional partof the said conspiracy was that 
the parties got up a cipher code -for telegraphing pur- 
poses, and from time to time my husband dictated to 
me telegraph messages, which I wrote, and which 
were to the eflect that McCoy's co-conspirators were 
to bet that Corbett would be the vietor in the said con- 
test. 

“My husband accordingly did, on the night of the 
30:1) of Aucust, 1900, ‘lay down’ and permit bimself 
to he defeated, and obtained his share of the money re- 
ferred to by me. 

“That in addition to the amount this plaintiff received 
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for allowing Corvett to defeat bim, the seid plaintiff 
also received $22,000 in cast: as his shure of the purse, 
the said purse belng equally divided between my hus 
band and the said Corbett. 

“Besides said sui of $100,000 and the sald sum of 
$22.000, my husvand received a royalty of $1,500 a 
week, derived from the kinetoscope pictures of suid 
pretended contest."’ 

Fate seemed to throw the wives of the two pugilists 
together inan unexpected manner. They met in the 
law offices of lowe and Hummel! where Mrs. Corbett 
had gone to have a comp!aint drawn up in an action to 
be brought against her recalcitrant liege. Mr. Hum- 
mel, with that suavity of manner which is one of his 
chief characteristics, brought the two ladies together tn 
aninformal way. When the tutroductions were made 
and acknow ledged, Mra, Selby suid: 

“Thave long thought that we should know each 
other, We have suffered similarly, and as our husbands 
are partners lun wrongdoing, I thing we should assist 
euch other as far as possible.” 

Mrs, Corbett responded with like sentiments, at the 
sume time expressing deep sympathy for Mrs, Selby, 
who, she said, had even greater cause for complaint 
than herself, Mrs, Selby asserts that ber husband bas 
left her peuniless, while Mrs. Corbett is possessed of a 
generous bank account, 

Mrs. Selby (McCoy's wife) has begun a counter action 
against ber husband. Incidental to the service of 
the papers In McCoy's action Mrs, Selby made this 
statement: 

“Last Friday night my husband was at our home, 
and while he was there his brother, Homer Selby, e- 
tered the house, Alter a short conversation he pulled 
ont of his pocket the summons and complaint tn this 
action and served them ou me, I hastily read the 
pupersand was surprised to find my husband bad 
brought sult agninat me. 

“IT had previously threatened to bring suit against 
him, and it at once became apparent to me that 
my husband endeavored to’ forestall my action by 
making * trumped up’ charges against me. 

“T became indiguant, and then aud there told them 
that I would defeud the action, and would prove my 
Innocence, thereupon Tomer in the presence of my 
husband said: * You had better not fight the case, os 
Norman will settle a good sum of money on you and 
give you a good allowance, If you don't do it he is 
going to England to Join Corbett, and ifheis to have 
any trouble with you he will never return,’ 

“T began to remoustrate with my said husband, but 
he remained silent aud lett the house with his brother, 
leaving me absolutely without means. 

“At the thine of the said statement by my husband's 
broiber, and the acquie@tence therein by my hushund, 
that he would go to England to Join Corbett, T did not 
know that said Corbett had left this State ond had gone 
to England.” 

No one in New York is more distressed over the turn 
aff irs have taken than James Kennedy, manager of 
t.e Twentieth Century Athletic Club, whieh brought 
Coreett nud MeCoy together. He aunounees bis dull 
bet ttiat the fight was honestly conducted, and adds 
that If there were any prearrangements they were with- 
onthis knowledge. Mr, Kennedy is of the« pinion 
timat the stories which have fo lowed the disnppenrance 
of Corbett have made it Impossibie for fighting to be 
resumed here, Charley White, who refereed the con-

Corbett and McCoy 
may have had an understanding; they may have 
entered into agreement by which MeCoy was to 
lose and Corbett to win, and in their nezotintions they 
acted with apparent shrewduess and wisdom, except- 
ing in one particular. and thatin taking their respec- 
tive wives into their confidence and imparting to them 
the details of a plot about which it was manifestly so 
necessary to keep secret. If a harmonious condition 
of allairs existed in their respective domestic rel itions, 
and it was presumed that the partners of their marital

The nscme of®perfection was thought to 
have been reached when Jim McVey Jumped in the 
ring on the night that Corbett fought Sharkey and made 
the former lose ou a foul, although he had seemingly 
no hand in the proceedings. 

There is nnother story of a coutemplated inside deal 
which Involved ‘Kid’ MeCoy and refers to tis battle 
with Peter Maher. I) some manner the Jiipres-ton 
was given to a few heavy bettors that McCoy 
tended to throw the fight away. With this 
their minds, James Wakeley, ‘Honest Juli’ Kelly 
and another all backed the big Irishman towin. One 
man had nearly $35,000 at stuke, while Wakeley had 
$12,000 bet on Maher. Kelly's 
large, were not so heavy as these, 

Word of the alleged intention of McCoy reached Sen- 
ator Timothy D. Sullivan late in the afternoon preced- 
ing the fight. Sullivan had bet on McCoy to win and, 
not caring to see his money thrown away, went di- 
rectly to McCoy, and, using words that could not be 
misunderstood, lnformed the young Hoosier that he 
would fight to win or he would never fight again. It 
is said that McOuy protested his good intentions, and 
his visitor merely added: ‘‘Well, McCoy, if you are 
honest in this matter, no harm lias been done, but you 
may «s well understand now that you cannot throw 
this fight and ever have an opportunity to fight aguin. 
Imean whatI say. ‘There are some very suspicious 
circumstances connected with the betting. Friends of 
mine have been misled, ond they must have time to 
hedge their wagers.’’ 

It will be remembered that MeCoy carried with him 
into the ring a pair of old gloves which he had worn 
while training, and which he insisted upon using in 
spite of the articles of agreement, which called for new 
gloves. This was alla bit of by-play, and was intend- 
ed only to give time for the big bettors to lay off some 
of the money they had bet on Maher. When every 
dollar had been wagered that it was possibie to get up, 
‘McCoy was told that he might go on with the battle, 
and, with a good-natured smile, he consented to wear 
the gioves as instructed by the referee, Charlie White. 
But if all that has been said and written about the Cor- 
bett and MeCoy affarr is true then we must take off our 
baistothemas the most accomplished exponents of 
the art of ring acting the world has ever seen.

Smith’s ploughed its way clear through its object, just 
below the heart. May staggered, shot wildly twice, and 
fell, Next morning he died.
